Thofe compofttions, which wc read thcoftcneft, ati4 
ivhich every man of tafte has got by hearfe have the 
recommendation of fimplicity, and have nothing fur- 
priiing in the thought^ when divefted of that ele- 
gance of expreffion, and harmony of numbers, with 
which it is cloathed. If the merit of the compofi- 
tion lies in a point of wit, it may ftrike at firft ; but 
the mind anticipates the thought in the fecond pe- 
Tufal, and is no longer affeded by it* When I read 
an epigram of Martial, the firft line recalls the 
whole;' and I have no pleafure in repeating to my- 
felf what I know already. But each line, each 
word in CATULtus has its merit ; and I am never 
tired with the perufal of him. It is fufficient to run 
over Cowley once; but Parnell, after thefif- 
'&' tieth reading, is as frefli as at the firft. 

Essay of Simplicity and.REFiNEMENT. 
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i H E life of a fcholar feldom abounds with 
adventure. His fame is acquired in foli* 
tude, and the hiftorian who only view3 
him at a diftance, muft be content with a dry de^ 
tail of a£lions by which.he is fcarce diftinguiihed 
from the reft of mankind. But we are fond of 
talking of thofe who have given us pleafure \ not 
that we have any thing important to fay, but be* 
caufe the fubjeft is pleafing. 

Thomas Parnell, t>. D. was defcended from an 
ancient family^ that had for fome centuries been 
fettled at Conjgleton in Chefliire. His father Tho- 
mas Parnell, who had been attached to the com*- 
monwealth party» upon the reftoration went over 
to Ireland \ thither he carried a large perfonal for^ 
a tune.

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Ue iplendour; his imagination might have been 
too warm to relilh the cold logic of Burgerdicius^ 
or the dreary ifubtleties of iSmiglefius ; hut it is cer- 
tain, that as a claffical fcholar, few could eaual him. 
His. own, comppiiiions fhew this, and the deference 
which the mpft eminent men of bis time paid him 
upon that head, put it ]beyond a doubt. He took 
the degree of Mafter of Arts the nmth of July, 
1700, and,in the fame year, he was ordained a dea- 
con , by Wjlliam, bi(hop of Derry, having a dif- 
jjenfation from the primate, as being under twenty- 
three years of age. He was admitted into prieft's 
orders about tnree years after, by William, archbl- 
ihop of liutlin, and on the ninth of February, 
1705, he was collated by Sii* George AQie, b'lihop 
of Clogter, to the archdeaconry of Clogher. A- 
tout that time alfo he married Mifs Anhe Minchin, 
a young lady bf great merit and beauty, by whom 
iiehad two Tons, who died young, and one daughter, 
who is ftill living. His wife died fomfe tifaie before him, 
andher death is faid to have m^de fo gre^t ah impref- 
lion on his fpirits, that it ferved to hafien his owa. 
l6n the thirty-firft of May, 1716^ he was prc- 
JTented, hy his friend ahd patron archbifliop King, 
.to the vicarage of Fihglais, a benefice worth at out 
400 pounds a year, in the dibcef<^of Dublin, but 
Tie lived to enjoy this ^rtfcrment a very fhoft time. 
He died atChefter, in July, 1718, on his way to 
Ireland, and was buried in Trifilty church in that 
town, without any monument to mark the place of 
a a lii« 
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his jnteripen^ . As he 4ied withQut mal^ iflliey Kid^ 
fefete devolved to Jils only nephew. Sir John Par- 
Jiell, hajronet, whofe'fathei was youhger brofher 
16 the archdeacon, ahd one of the juftices of tto? 
king's fiench in Ireland. 

' Such is the very tinpoettcal detail of the life of 
Hpp^f. Some dates, and a few T^ifts fcarce more 
Inte'refting* than thbfe that make the ornaments of 
tt (il'btiritfy tomb-iftone, are all that remain of one

' 'iity,:' A pbet, while living, is feldom an objeftfu^- 
'fici^ntly great tb attraft mtich attention j his red 
^meiits' ^re Jcxiomx but to a few, and thefe are gene- 
rally (pacing ill theii^ praife^ Whea his fame is 
increafeci by tio'^f, it is then too' late to inyefti- 
gate the peculiarities of his difpofitiohj ihe dews

Thei'e^ is fcatce any' man but might be made 
the fubjeft of a 'Very imerefting and amufihghiif- 
tory, if the writer, befide a thorough Acquain- 
tance with the chara£^er he drawJ, were able to 
mark thofe nice diftinflions which feparate it from 
all others. The ftrongeft minds have ufually the

But the tdrbijlenceof tieYe paf- 
fions only affeded himfelf, ^d.nevisr thQfe.^bojit 
fciih, he I^new the ric^icul^ pf hi^ .o>yix thajra^i^r, 
and .very effeftually raifed the mirth of his compa*

How much bis company was 4<efired, appears 
^rom the extenfivenefe of fts^connexioris, and the 
number of .his friends., £yfen iefdre be made any 
figure in the literary , world ^ liis .friendtiiip Waff 
fought by per fons of every r^tjc and party. The 
wits at that time differed a. good deaf from thofe- 
who are naoft emirieiit for thfir linderftgjirfing at 
prefent. It wQuIdnow;be thoughif a very indiffe*- 
rei]|f .%<i' of ^. vtfjciteir's good fenfe to ^£c}aim kis 
private friends for happening to l^e of a difFerent 
pftt-ty in politics; '«but it was then otherwiie $ tfae^ 
Whig w^ hdid the Tory wits in gte^t cpntempt,^ 
and thefe setsdiated in tbf ir turn. At the )iead cf . 
one party wejm Addifbn^ Steele, and Gong/re ve 5 at 
Xkat €& ^e c^tber, Poj^e^ $wifi^ iuvd Arbuthnot.

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Parnell was a friend to both fides, and with a libtft 
rality becoming a fcholar, fcorned all thofc trifling 
diAindions, that are npify for the rime, and ridicu- 
lous to poftcrity. Kor did Ire emancipate himfelf 
from tbefe without fome pppofition from home, 
flaying been the fon of a pommonwealth's*man, his 
Tory connexions on this fide of the water, gave hi) 
friends in Ireland great offence 5 they were much 
enraged to fee hjm l^ecp company with Pope, and 
Swift, and Gay ; they blamed his undiftinguifiiing 
taiie, and wpndered what pleafure he could find in 
the converfatjpn of picn who approved the Treaty 
of Utrecht apd difliked the duke pf Marlborough. 
His converfation is (aid to have been extremely 
pleafing, but in what its peculiar excellence confided 
is now unknpwQ. f he letters which were written to 
blm by his friends, are all full of compliments upon 
bis talents s^ a companion, a;id his good nature as 
a man. I have feveral of them now beifore me. 
Pope was particularly fond of his company, and 
feems to regret his abfence more than any of the 
xeft. A letter from him follows thus :

But though diis method of qtiarrdling in his 
{loems faritk . his fitutftion ferved to relieve himfejf, 
yet it asras not io^ ea(i}y endured by thie gentlemen 
bf the neighbourhood, who did not care to cpnfefs 
Acmfelv^s-his fellow fiifFerers. He received njany 
fAordfic^iona upon that account among them ; fpr 
being naturally fond of company, he could not enr 
' dure to be without even theirs, which however, a- 
aoong Ids Englifli friends, he pretended to deipife. 
lix fd&y his condud^ in this particular, vras rather 
/0lendid than wife ; he had either loft the art to 
^ogage, or did not employ his (kill, in fecuring 
• thofe

tiiofe more permanent, tho' ihore humble connex- 
ions, and facrificed for a month or two in England 
a whole year's happinefs by his country fire-fide 
at home. 

However, what he permitted the World to fee of 
his life was elegant and • fplendid ; his fortune- (fofe 
a poet) was very confiderable, and it may eafily be. 
fupppfed he lived to the very eitent of it. The 
fa6^ is, his expehces were greater than his income,, 
and his fucceflbr found the eftate fomewhat impair-^ 
cd at his deceafe. As foon as ever he had colledl- 
ed in his annual revenues, he immediately fet out 
fbf England, to enjoy the company of his dearcft 
friends^ and laugh at the more prudent world that 
were minding bufinefs and gaining money. The 
friends, to whom, during the latter part of his life> 
to was chiefly attached, were Pope, Swifts Ar-r 
buthnot, Jervas, and Gay^ Among thefe he wa3 
particularly happy, his mind was entirely at eafe, 
and gave a loofe to every harmlefs folly that came 
uppermoft. Indeed it was a fociety, in which of 
all others, a wife man might be moft foolifh with^ 
out incurring any danger of contempt. Perhaps the 
reader will be pleafed to fee a letter to himvfrom a 
part of this junto, as there is fomething ftriking 
even in the levities of genius. It comes from Gay, 
Jervas, Arbuthnot, and Pope, aflembled at a chopr 
houfe near the Exchange, and is as follows : ,

If we regard this letter with a critical eye, wc 
fhall fihd it indifferent enough, if we confider it as 
itiere efTufion of friendfliip, in which every writer 
contended in affection, it will appear much to the 
honour of thofe who wrote it. To be mindful of 
to abftnt friend in the hours of mirth and feafting, 
when his company is leaft wanted, Ihews no flight 
degree of fmcerity. Yet probably there wa« ftill 
another motive for writing thus to him in con- 
jiiriition. The above-named, together with Swift 
and Parnell, had fomctime before formed them- 

felves 



Selves into ar focicty called the Scribfclcrus Club, aod

for every thing of ParnelPs thati^ appeared in pro/e 
U written in a very aukyard inelegant maaner. It 
is truej^ his pro^udtions teem with imaginatioa, zni 
(hew gr^at learning, but fbcy warn that eafc and 
fweetixefs for which his poetry h fo much admired, 
and the language is^ alfq iM* fli^mefully incorred. 
Yet, tho'ijll thi^ pmft be allowed. Pope fliould have 
jStk^ii carf iigkt tq le?v« his f^rrors upoa record againft 

him^ 
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him, or put it in the power of envy to tax his 
friend v^ith faults that do not appear in what hQ 
has left to the wofld. A poet has a right to expeft 
the fame fecrecy in his friend as in his confeflbr ^ 
the fins he difcovers are not divulged for punifliment 
hut pardon. Indeed Pope is almoft inexcufable 
in this inftance, as what he feems to condemn in 
one place he very much applauds in another. In 
one of the letters from him to Parnell, abovemen- 
tioned, he treats the life of Homer with much 
greater refpefi, and feems to fay, that the profe is 
excellent in its kind. It muft be confefled however, 
that he is by no means inconfiftent ; what he fays 
in both places may very eafily be reconciled to 
truth, but who can defend his candour and hi^ 
fincerity ? 

It would be hard however to fuppofe that there 
was no real friendfliip between thefe great men. 
The benevolence of Parnell's difpofition remains 
unim peached ; and Pope, tho' fubjeft to ftarts of 
paffion and envy, yet never miffed an opportunity 
of being truly ferviceable to him. The commerce be- 
tween them was carried on to the common intereft of 
both. When Pope had a mifcellany to publilh, he 
applied to Pamell for poetical affiftance, and the 
latter as implicitly fubmitted to him for correction. 
Thus they mutually advanced each other's intereft 
or fame, and grew stronger by conjunftion. Nor 
was Pope the only perfon to whom Parnell had re- 
pourfe fpr affiftance. We learn from Swift's let- 
ters 
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ters to Stella, that he fubmitted his pieces to all ' 
his friends, and readily adopted their alterations. 
Swift among the number was very ufeful.to him in 
that particular ; and care has been, taken .that the 
world fhould not remain ignorant pf the dbli* 
gat ion. 

But in the connexion of wits, intereft^ha3 gene- 
rally very little fliare ; they have only pleafure in 
view, and can feldom find it but among each other. 
The Scriblerus club, when the members were in 
town, were feldom afunder, and they often^madc 
excurfions together into the country, and generally 
on foot. Swift was ufually the butt of the com- 
pany, and if a trick was played, he was always the 
fufFerer. The whole party once agreed to walk 
down to the houfe of Lord B — •_ — , who is ftill liv- 
ing, and whofe feat is about twelve miles from 
town. As every one agreed to make thp beft of 
his way. Swift, who was remarkable for walking, 
foon left all the reft behind him, fully refolved 
upon his arrival, to chufe the very beft bed for 
hjmfelf, for that was his cuftom. In the mean 
time Parnell was determined to prevent his inten^ 

tions, and taking horfe, arrived at Lord B 's, 

by another way, long before him. Having appriz- 
ed his lordfhip of Swift's defign, it was refolved at- 
any rate to keep him out of the houfe, but how to 
effe<ft this was the queftion. Swift never had the 
fmall-pox, and was very much afraid of catching it : 
g^ fpon therefore as he appeared ftriding along at 

fome

ibmc diftancc from, tbet houfc» onie of hb lor(fOiip% 
fervaots was diCpatched, to inform, him, tha^ tba 
fmall-jpox w*s then making great ravages in th« f^-* 
mily, but that there \v«is aNfummer-houre with, a 
£cld-bed at his fervice at the end of the girdeiv. 
There the difappointed Dean was obliged to retire^ 
znd take a cold fuppe.r that, was fcnt oiit to hinr>, 
while the reft were feafting ' within. However, st^ 
laft, they took compafBon on him ; and upon hi$ 
promifing never to cbufe the bcft bed ?igain, they 
permitted him to n;ake one of the co^npany. 

' Ther« is fomcthing fatisfaftory ii\ thefe ac- 
counts of the follies of the wife, they give a n^r- 
tural air to the pifture, and reconcile us toourowp. 
There have been few poetical focieties, more talked 
of, or productive of a greati;r variety pf whimfical 
conceits than this of the ScrFblerus club, but how 
long it lafted I cannot exactly deterpiine. Tfe^ 
whole of Parnell's poetical exiftence was not Qf 
more than eight or ten year^ continuance ; his firft 
cxcurfions to England began about the ye^r i7Q6f 
and he died in the year 1 718, fo that it i^ pror 
bable the club began with him, and his deatfc^ end- 
ed the connexion. Indeed the fettivity of his coi^r 
verfation, the^ bcnevqlence of his heart, an^ th^ 
gcncrofity of his. temper, were qualities that migfet 
fervc to cement zt\y fociety, and that <?ould hgrdly 
be rep^ced when he was taken away. During the 
two or three laft years of his life, he was ?ftore 

fond of company than ever, and could fcarce b^ajP 

to 



to be alone. The death of his wife, it is faid, was 
a lofs to him that he was unable to fu^port or re- 
cover. From that time he could never venture to 
court the mufe in folitude, whjere. he was fure to 
find the image of her who firft inf^red his attempts* 
He beg,an. therefore to. throw himfelf into every, 
company, and to feek from v/ine, if not relief, at 
leaff infenfibility. Thofe helps that fbrrow firft 
called £n for afliftance, habit ibon rehdered neceffa- 
ry, and he died before his fortieth year, in fom^ 
meafnre a martyr to conjugal fidelity. 

Thus in the fpace of a very few years Parnell, at- 
tained a Aare of fame, equal to what mott of bis 
cotemporaries were a long life in acquiring. He is 
only to be conCdered as a poet, and the univcrfa! 
cflcem in which his poems are held, and the reite^ 
rated pleafure they give in the perufiit, arc a fujffi- 
cient teft of their merit. He appears to me to be the 
laft of that great fchool that had modelled itfelf upon 
the ancients, and taught Engl i(h poetry to refcm- 
ble what the generality of mankind have allowed 
to excel. A ftudious and correal obferver of anti- 
quity, he fet himfelf to confider nature with the 
lights it lent him, and he found that the more aid 
he borrowed from the one, the more delightfully 
he refembled the other. To copy natuic is a tafk 
the molt bungling workman is able to execute ; to 
felecl fucb parts as contribute to delight, is refery- 
ed only for thofe whom accident has bleft with un- 
Common talents, or fuch as have read the ancients 

* with 
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with indefatigable induftry. Parnell is ever happy 
in the feledion of his images, and fcrupuloufly 
careful in the choice of his fubjefts. His produc- 
tionj> bear no refemblance to thofe tawdry things^ 
which it has for feme time been the fafliion to ad- 
mire ; in writing which the poet fits down without 
^ny plan, and heaps up fplendid images without any 
feleftion ; where the reader grows dizzy with praife 
and admiration, and yet foon grows weary, he can 
fcarce tell why. Our poet, on the contrary, gives 
©at his beauties with a more iparing hand ; he is 
ftill carrying his reader forward, and juft gives him 
refrefliment fuflicient to fupport him to his jour- 
jiey*s end. At the end of his courfe the reader re- 
grets that his way has been fo fliort, he wonders that' 
it gave him fo little trouble, and fo refolves. to gq 
the journey over again. 

His poetical language is not lefs correcS than his 
fubje^ts are pleafing. He found it at that period, ia 
which it was brought to its higheft pitch of refine- 
ment ; and ever fmce his time it has been gradually 
idebafing. It is indeed amazing, after what has been 
tlone by Dryden, Addifon^ and Pope, to improve 
^nd harmonize our native tongue^ that their fuc- 
cefibrs fliould have taken fo much pains to involve 
k in prlftine barbarity. Thefe mifguided innova- 
tors have not been content with reftoring antiqua- 
ted words and phrafes, but have indulged them- 
felves in the moft licentious tranfpofitions, and th^ 
iurfhcft conftruftions, vainly imagining, that the 

mor? 
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wjore their writings are unlike profe, the iridre 
thejr refemble^ poetry. They have adopted a Ian-* 
guage of their own, and call upon mankind for 
admiration. All thofe who do not underfland them 
are filent, and thofe who make out their meaning, 
are willing to praife, to fbew they underftand. From 
thefe follies and afFeftations, the poems of Parnell 
afe entirely free ; he has confidered the language of 
poetry as the language of life, and conveys the 
"warmeft thoughts in the fimpleft expreffion. 

Parnell has written feveral poems bcfides thefe 
publifhed by Pope, and fome of them have been 
made public with very little credit to his reputation. 
There are ftill many more that have not yet feeii 
the light, in the poffeffion of Sir John Parnell his 
nephew, who from that laudable zeal which he has 
for his uncle's reputation, will probably be flow in 
publifhing what he may even fufpeft will do it inju- 
ry. t)f thofe in ihe following colleftion,fome are in- 
different, and fome moderately good, but the grea- 
ter part are excellent. A flight ftridture on the 
moft ftriking, (hall conclude this account^ which I 
^iiave already drawn out to a difproportioned length. 
/ Heftody or the Rife of Womariy is a, very fine 
illufl:ration of an hint from Hefiod. It was one of 
his earlieft productions, and firfl: appeared in a mif- 
cellahy, publifhed by Tonfon. - 

Of the three fongs that follow, two of them 
were written upon the lady he afterwards married ; 
they were the genuine dilates of his paffion, but 
are not excellent in their kind, Tho

Parnell, when lie tranflated it, applied t1ie c3ia- 
raflers to fotne of his frieads, and as it was wriaeit 
for their entertainment, it pjob2ft>ly gave them more 
pleafure than it has given the public in ihe perufaL 
It feems to have more fpiritt'han the original i but it 
is extraordinary that it was publi<hej as an original 
and not as a tranflation, Pope Ihould have ac* 
knov/ledged it, as he knew. 

The Fahj Tale is inconteftably one of the fineft 
pieces in any language. The old diaie£l is not per- 
fe£tly well preferved, but that is a very fligbt defetSl 
where all the reft is fo excellent. 

The Pervigilium Veneris^ (whicb., by the bye^ 
does not belong to Catullus) is very we'll vei^fified^ 
and in general afU Parnell's tranflations are excel- 
lent. Tl^e Battle of the Frqgs and Mice y which f6'Ho.Ws^ 
is done as well as the fubjedl wodld admit ; but 
there is a defcft in the trartflation, which <ftnks it 
below the original^ and wbixA rt was impoffible to 
remedy. 'I mean the names of the comfeatants, 
which in the Greek bear a ridkiilotis alluTion to 

their 



ifcdr natures, have ho forte to the Ehglifld tezJtct, 
A Bacon Eater wa« a gcod name fqr a moufe^ BiKl 
^tterndtnidlls 4h Greeks WcS a very good focnfiing

Tiht Book-Worm is another unacknowledged trans- 
lation from a Latin poem by Beza.. It was the 
fafliion with the wits of the laft age, to conceal the 
places from whence they took their hints or their 
fubjeds. A trifling acknowledgment would have 
made that lawful prize, which may now be conii^ 
dtred as plunder. 

The Night Piece on D^ath^ deferves every praife, 
and I fliould fuppofe with very little amendment, 
might be made to furpafs all thofe night pieces and 
church yard fcenes that have fince appeared. But 
the poeto of Parhell's^ beft known, and on which 
his beft reputation is grounded, is the Hermits 
Pope, fpeaking of this, in thofe manufcript anec- 
dotes already quoted, fays, that the pcem is very 
good.

OU R defefts and follies are too often un- 
known to us; nay, they are fo far from 
'being known to us, that they pafs for demonftra- 
tjons of our worth. This ipakes us eafy in the 
midft of them, fond to fliew thf m, fond to improve 
in them, and to be eftpemed for them. Thence 
it is that a thoufand unaccouritable conceits, gay 
inventions, and extravagant aftions nriuft afford us 
pleafures, and difplay us to others in the colours 
which we ourfelyes take a fancy to glory in: and 
indeed there is fomething fo amufing for the tir^e 
in this ftate of vanity and ill-grounded fatisfaftion, 
that even the wifer world has chbfen an exalted 
word to defcribe its enchantments, and called it the 
Paradife of Fools. 

Perhaps the latter part of this reflexion maV 
feem a falfe thought to fome, and bear another 
turn than what I have given ; but it is at p/efent 
none of my bufinefs to look after it, who am going 
to cpnfefs that I have been lately amongft them in a 
vifionk 

t Methought 
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' Methought I was tranfported to a hill, green, 
flowery, and of an eafyafcent. Upon the broad 
top of it refided fquint-eycd Error, and popular 
' Opinfon with many heads j two that dealt in Sor- 
cery, and were famous for bewitching people with 
theloveofthemfelvcs. To thefe repaired a mul- 
titude from every fide, by two different pathli which 
lead towards each of them. Some who had the 
moft aiTuming air went dire£Uy of themfelves to» 
Error, without expefting a conduftor j others of a 
Ibfter nature went firft to popular Opiiiion, froni 
whence as fhe influenced and e;igaged them with' 
their own praifes, (he delivered them over to his 
government. 

When we had afcended to an open part of the 
fummit where Opinion abode, we found her en- 
tertaining feveral who had arrived before us. Her 
Toice was pleafing ; {he breathed odours as (be 
fpoke : fhe feemed to have a Tongue for every one j 
every one thought he heard of fomcthing that wa5 
valuable in himfelf, and expefted a paradife which 
fhe promifcd as the reward of his merit. Thus 
were we drawn to follow her, 'till fhe Should bring 
us where it was to be beflowed : And it was obfer- 
vable, that all the way we went, the compiany was 
cither praifing themfelves in their qualifications, or 
one another for thofe qualifications whic)i they took 
to be confpicious in their own charafters^ or dif- ^ 
praifihgbther§ for wanting theirs, or vying in the 
degrees of them. L 
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At la& we a{>proached a bower, .at the eatrance 
of which Error was fcated. The trees were thick - 
Woven, and the place where 'he fct artfully con- 
trived to darken bhn a little. He was difguifed in 
a wfaitifli robe, which he had put on, that he migh^ 
appear to us with a nearer refemblance to Truth : 
And as flic has a light whereby (he manifefts the 
beauties of nature to the eyes of her borers, fo he 
had provided himfelf with .a magicial wand, that bci 
might do fomething in imitation of it, and pleafe 
with delufions. This he lifted folemnly, and mut- 
tering to himfelf, hid the glorios which he kept 
under enchantment to appear before us. Immedi- 
ately we caft our eyes on that part of the iky to 
which he pointed, and obferved a thin blye profpe^)-, 
which cleared a$ mountains in a fummer morning 
when the mifts go off, and the palace of Vanity 
appeared to fight. 

The foundation hardly feemed a foundation, but 
a fet of curling clouds, which it ftood upon by 
magical contrivance. The: way by which we afcend- 
ed was painted like a rainbow ; and as we went, the 
breeze that played about us bewitched the fenfes. 
The walls were gilded all ifor (how ; the loweli fet 
^ of pillars were of the flight fine Corinthian order 
and the top of the building beiiig rounded, bore fo 
. far the refemblance of a bubble. 

At the gate the travellers neither met with a 
porter, nor waited *tfll one fliould appear ; every 
.one thought hit merits a fufficient paflport, and 

prefledj 
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preiTed forward. In the hall wc met with feyeral 
phantoms, that roved amongft us, and ranged the 
company according to their fentiments. There was 
decfcafing Honour, that had nothing to fhew in 
but an old coat of his anceftors atchievements : 
There was Oftentation, that made himfelf his own 

^ conftant fubje6b, and Gallantry ftruttlng upon his 
tip^toes. At the upper end of the hallftoo-d a 
throne, wbofe canopy glittered with all the riches 
that gaiety could contrive to lavifli on it ^ and be- 
tween the gilded arms fat Vanity, decked ia the 

. peacock's feathers, and acknowledged for another 
^ Venus by her votaries. The boy who flood befidc 
her for a Cupid, and v/ho made the world to bow- 
before her, was called Self-Conceit. His eyes had 
every now and then a c^ft inwards, to the negle«3: 
of all obje(5ls about him ; and the arms which he 
made ufe of for conqueft, were borrowed from thofe 
againft whom he had a defign. The arrow which 
he fliot at the fold ier, was fledged from his own 
plume of feathers ; the. dart he di reeled againft the 
man of wit, was winged ff orp the quills he writ 
with 5 and that which he fent againft thofe who 
prefumed upon their riches, was headed with gold 

- ou^ of their treafures : he made nets for ftatefmen 
from their own contrivances j he took fire from' the 
eyes of ladies, with which he melted their hearts; 
and lightning from the tongues of the eloquent, to 
jEnilame them with their own glories. At the foot 
pf the throne fat three falfe graces, Flattery with a 

fliell 
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fcell of paint, Affcaation with a mirrour to praaife 
at, and Faftiion ever changing the pofture of her 
clothes. Thefe applied themfelves to fecure the 
Conquefts which Self-Conceit had gotten, and had 
each of them their particular polities. Flattery- 
gave new colours and complexions to all things, 
AfFciSation new airs and appearances, which, as fhe 
■faid, were not vulgar, and Fafhion both concealed 
fome home defers, and added fome foreign external 
beauties. 

As I was reflefting upon what I faw, I heard a 
voice in the croud, bemoaning the condition of 
mankind, which js thus managed by the breath of 
Opinion, deluded by Error, fired by Self-Conceit, 
and given up to be trained in all the courfes of 
Vanity, 'till Scorn or Poverty come upon us. 
Thefe expreffions were no fooner handed about^ 
but I immediately faw a general diforder, *till at lafl: 
,there was a parting in one place, and a grave old 
man, decent and refolutc, was led forward to be 
punifhed for the words he had uttered. He appear- 
ed inclined to have fpoken in his own defence, bur, 
I could not obferve that any one wa^ willmg to 
hear him. Vanity caft a fcornful fmile at him . 
Self-Conceit was angry; Flattery, who knewhirn 
for Plain-dealings, put on a vizard, and turned away; 
AfFeftiation toffed her fan, made mouths, and called 
him Envy or Slander ; and Fafliion would have it, 
that at leaft he muft be Ill-Manners. Thus flighted 
amd defpifed by all, he was driven out for abufing 

people 
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IteopJe pf mecit aivl figure ; and I heard it fi^fr 
xeCblved) that he (hould be u&i xu> better wbere-^ever 
they met y^itb him hereafter* 
^ ^ bad already (ten the meaning of mpft part oC 
^hat warning ^hju;:h be bad gjven, ^d was coofidef* 
ing 1?QW the lattej: word$ ihould be fulElled, when 
^ mighty noife was heard without, a^d the door wfs 
t)Iac}^e^e4t;>y a,nugiqroustrain of Harpies croudi^g 
in upon us^ Folly and Bjrdken Credit wer.e ikct$ 
in. tiie ho^/e before they entered. Trouble, Sbaoiei 
tnf^my>, Scorn and Poverty hrought up ihe war, 
j/'a^n^y,. with her Cupid and Graces, disappeared i 
}x^r rubjf^<^ ra^ into ho^es and corners ; but majay 
or them werp found a-nd carried off ( as I was told 
by. one who. flopd pear me) either to priCnas ^ 
cellar3^ folUude, or. little compai^y, the mean ait^ 
or "the Y^|er^i^raft5jqf Ijf^ , But tMe> added he, 
witfi a'^dii^dmful air» are fuch who would fondlf 
ii/e here, when their merits neither matched <be 
luftre of the place, nor their riches it^ fjcpences. 
We have fecn fuph fccncs as thefe before now j the 
glory you faw will ail re^ium ^hen the hurry i* 
over. « I thanked him for his information, and be* 
lieving himfo incorrigibleas that ha would ftay 'tiU 
it was his turn to he taken, I made off £0 the door, 
and overtook fome few, who, though they wouJ4 
not hearken to pl^in dealing, were now jCerriged t^ 
good purpofe by the example of others :,Bttt whfr« 
they had touched the thccihold, it was a ftrange 
fliockto theqi to find th^tbe deliifioii oif Error was 

gone, 
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^ne, and they plainly difcerned the building to 
hang a little up in the air without any reaf foutid^ 
tion. At iirft we faw nothing, but a defperate Ipap 
remained for us, and I a thottfand times blamed my 
ttnmeaniitg currofity that had brought me into (6 
miich danger. Btit as they I^gan to fink lower iii 
their owi^i minds, methougbt the palace funk along 
with us, ^till they were arrived at the due point of 
£fteem which they ought to have for fhemfelves j 
then the part of the building in which they ftoo^ 
touched the earth, and we departing out, it retire! 
from our eyes. Now, whether they who ftaycd 
in the palace w^fe fenfible of this defcent, I cannot 
tell 5 it was then my opinion that ^hey were not. 
However it hty my dream broke up at it, and ha» 
given me pccafion all my life td reflefl: upon the 
iktal confeqoences of following the fuggeftiom' of 
Vanity* 
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HO W are we tortured with the abfcnce of 
what we covet to poflefs, when it appears to 
be loft to us ! what excurfions does the foul make 
in imagination after it ! and how does it turn into 
itfelf again, more foolifbly fond and deje£led, at 
the difappointment ! our grief, inftead of having 
recourfe to reafon, which might reftrain it, fearchcs 
to find a further nouriftiment. It calls upon me- 
mory to relate the feveral paffages and circumftances 
of fatisfaSion which we formerly enjoyed ; the 
pleafures we purchafed by thofe riches that are 
taken from us 3 or the power and fplendor of our 
departed honours; or the voice, the words, the 
looks, the temper, and aiFe6lions of our friends 
that are deceafed. It needs muft happen from 
hence, that the paiTion fhould often fwell to fuch 
a fize as to burft the heart which contains it, if 
time did not make thefe circumftances lefs ftrong 
and lively, fo that reafon fhould become a more 
equal match, for the paflion, or if another * defire 
which becomes more prefent did not overpower 
them with a livelier reprefentatidn. Thefe are

thoughts which I had, -when I fell into a kind of 
vifion upon this fubjeft, and may therefore fland 
for a proper introduftion to a relation of it. 

I found myfelf upon a naked fhore, with com- 
pany whofe afflifted countenances witnefled their 
conditions. Before us flowed a water, deep, filent^ 
and called the river of Tears, which ifTuing from 
two fountains on an upper ground, encompaffed an 
ifland that lay before us. The boat which plied 
in it was old and fhatteted^ having been fpmetimes 
overfet by the impatience and hafte of fingle p^fl^- 
gers to arrive at the other fide^ This immcdiatjjly 
was brought to us by^ Misfortune, who fleers it, and 
we wcri^ all preparing to take our places, when 
there appeared a woman of a mild and compofed 
behaviour, who began to deter us from it, by repre- 
fenting the dangers which would attend our voyage. 
Hereupon fome who knew her for Patience, and 
fome of thofe too, who 'till then cried the loudeft^ 
wei'e perfuaded by her, and returned back. The 
reft of us went in, and fhe (whofe good-nature 
would not fufFer her to forfake perfons in trouble) 
defired leave to accompany us, that ihe might at 
leaft adminifter fome finall comfort or advice while 
we failed. We ^yere no fooner embarked, but the 
boat was pufhed off, the fheet was fpread ; and be* 
ing filled with Sighs, which are. the winds of th^t 
country, we made a paffage to the farther bank 

thro' 
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thro* feveral diificulficS, of ^ith thi mdft iffnS 
{ccTticd utterly regardlels. 

When we landed, lye perteivcil tht ifl$nd to be 
ftrangly ovcrcaft with fogs, which rib brighthcis 
tould pierce, (b tfislt a kincj of gloomy horfof ft^ 
always brooding over it. "This had fomethiWg in it 
very fliocking to eafy tempers, intbmuch that fojtie 
others, whom Patiencdhadby this time gaitted over^ 
left us here^ and privily conveyed thfcmfelves round 
the. verge of the ifland, to fiftd a ford by Whlcli (h€ 
told them they might efeape, " " 

For my part, 1 ftil! Went ftldrig witif thofe vW 
iverei for piercing Into the centre of the plade ^ 
and joining themfelves tb others whoni we fouhrf 
upon the fame journey, y^e marcf ed fbiemnly as at 
a funeral, 'thn/ bordering hedges of rofemaf-y," aii(f 
Aro' a| grove oif yew^ttees, ^ich love to bver-' 
fliadow^ tombs and Bdurift in church-yards. Hcre^ 
we heard on every fide the wailirigs and coiftplaihtlf 
of feveral of the inhabJtants who liad caft them-^ 
felves difcohfolately at the feet of trees j' Slid as l^i 
chanced to approach any of theft, live might p«f* 
ceiVe , them wTinging their hands, bfeatihg iMft 
breaft,. tcarrng theit hair, or aftef fottie 6fhef rhkfi^ 
ner yiiiMy 'agftated with vexation; Ouf fbri^W 
were heigmened by the influence of >^ktiVe1ieferdf 
and faw, and one of our number was Hvtought "iijj 
to fuch a pitch of Wild jiefe, as t6 tifllc «if hiangjifeg 
himfelf upon a bough which fhbt tertptfngly a-cirofs 
tke pa(h we travelled inS but \k was* reftrained 
^ \ from 
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from it by the kind endeavours of. our above-men- 
tioned companion. 

We had now gotten into the mod duflcy filent 
part of the ifland, and by the redoubled founds of 
fighsx which made a doleful whittling in the branches, 
the thicknefs of air which occafioned faintfOi refpi- 
ration, and the violent throbbings of heart Ivhicli 
more and more afFe£bed us, we found that we ap- 
proached the grotto of Grief, It was a wide, 
hollow, j^nd melancholy cave, funk deep in a dale, 
and watered by rivulets that had a colour between 
red and black. Thcfe crept flow, and half con- 
gealed amongft its windings, and mixed their heavy 
murmur, with the echo of groans that rolled through 
all the paflkges. In die moft retired part of it fat 
the doleful Peing herfelf 5 the path to her was 
ftrewed with goads, flings, and thorns s and the 
throne on which fte fet was broken into t rock, 
with ragged pieces pointing upwards for her to lean 
upon. A heavy mift hung above her, her head, op- 
preffcd with it, reclined upon her arm s Thus did Ihe 
reign over her difconfolate fubjeds, full' of herfelf 
to ftupidity, in eternal penfivenefs, and the pro- 
foundeft filence. On one fide of her flood Dejec- 
tion, juft dropping into a fwoon, and Palcnefi 
wafting to a fkeleton ; on the other fide were Care, 
inwardly tormented with imaginations, and Anguifli 
fuffering outward Troubles to fuck the blood from 
, her heart in tbc fliape of Vultures. The whole 
V^iijt had a genuine difmalnefs in it, which a few 
M fcattereU 
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fcattered lamps, whofe blueilh flames arofe and funk 
in their urns, difcovered to our eyes with increafe. 
Some of us fell down, overcome and fpent with 
what they fuffered in the way, and were given over 
to tbofe Tormentors that flood on either hand of the 
prefence ; others, galled and mortified with pain, 
recovered the entrance, where Patience, whom we 
had left behind, was ftill waijting to receive us. 

With her (whofe company was now become 
more grateful to us by the want we had found of 
her) wc winded round the grotto, and afcended at 
the* back of it, out of the mournful dale in whofe 
bottom it lay. On this eminence we halted, by her 
advice, to pant for breath, and lifting our eyes, 
which tiii then were fixed downwards, felt a fullen 
fort of fativfadlion, in obferving thro' the fliades 
what numbers had entered the ifland. This fatis- 
faftion, which appears to have ill nature in it, was 
excufable, bccaufe it happened at a time when we 
were too much taken up with our own concern, to 
have refpeft to that of others; and therefore we 
did not confider them as fuffcring, but ourfelves as 
not fdfFcring in the moft forlorn eftate. It had alfo 
the ground work of humanity and compaffion in it, 
tha' the mind was then too deeply engaged to per- 
ceive it ; but as we proceeded onwards it began to 
difcover itfelf, and from obferving that others were 
unhappy, we came to queftion one another, wiien 
it was that we met, and what were the fad occa-^ 
fions that brought us together^ Then we heard our 

ftories, 
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Glories, we compared 4hem, we mutually gave and 
received pHy, and 4b by -degrees became tolerable 
company. 

Aconfiderabie part of the 'trouWefoiiie road was 
thus deceived ; at length ^the epenings -anwng the 
trees grew larger j Ae^tr fcemed thinner^ it ky wiuh 
-lefs bppreflion-upon us, ' and we-couM now «ii)d then 
•difcem trades in it ' of q lighter <greynefs, Mike the 
breakings 6f day, 'iliort tn^dupation, mudi enl»wn- 
ing, and called in that country, 'Gleams of Amu'fc- 
ment. Wrthin a fliort while tb^^gloams. began lo 
■appear more frequent, 'smd then brighter ^nd of »a 
longer continuance ; the fighs that hitherto fillfld 
the air with fo much dolefulnefs, altered to the found 
. of common breezes, and in general the horrors of 
the ifland were abated. 

When we had arrived at laft at the ford by which 
we were to pafs^ out, we met with thofe fafhionable 
mourners who had been ferried over along with us, 
and who being, unwilling to go as far as we, had 
coafted by the (hore to .find the place, where they 
-waited our coming 5 that by fhewing themfelves to 
the world only at that time when we did, jthey 
might feem alfo to have been among the troubles of 
the grotto. Here the waters, that rolled on the 
other . fide fo deep and filent, were much dried up, 
and it was an eaficr matter for us to wade over. 

The river being crofled, we were received upon

Hvhich he ha^ introdticed into his crwh condition, the 
groveling appetites^ the ihean CharAders of fenfe, 
and wild courfes of pafSons^ that caft him from the 
degree in which providence had placed him, the de^* 
baling himfelf i<rith qualifications not his own» and 
Kls' Regenerating into a lower fpbere of adion. This, 
infpired me with a mixture of contempt and anger ; 
which however, was nott fa violent as to hinder the 
return of fleep^ but grew confufed as that came up-- 
on me^ and made me end my reflections with giving 
mankind the opprobrious names of inconfiderate, 
mad and fooIi(h. . ' 

Hercj methought, where my waking reafon left 

the fubjed, my fancjL purfued it in a dream j and

I imagined myfelf in a loud foliloquy of paffion, 
railing at my fpecies, and walkings hard to get rid 
of the company I defpifed ; when two men who 
had over-heard me made up on either hand. Thefe 
I obferved had many features in cdmmon, which 
might occafion the mifiake of the one for the other 
in thofc to whom they appear fingle j but I, who 
faw them together, could eafily perceive, that the' 
there was an air of feverity in each, it was tempered 
with a. natural fweetnefs in the one,, and > by turns 
conftrained or ruffled by the defigns of malice in the 
other. 

I was at a lofs to know the reafon of their joining 
me fa brifkly, when he, whofe appearance difpleafed 
me moft, thus addreiTed his companion. Pray, bro* 
ther, let him alone, and we (ball immediately fee 
him transformed into tyg^. This ftruck me with 
I)orror, which ^e other perceived, and pitying my 
diford^r) bid me be. of good courage, for tho' I had 
been favage in my tx:eatn:ient of mankind (whom I 
fhould rathef reform^ than rail againft) he would^ 
however, endeavour to -refcuc me from my dangei". 
At this I. looked a little more chearful,. and while I 
teftified my refigoation to htm, we faw the.afigiy 
brother ffing away from us in a paffion for his dis- 
appointment. Being now left to my friend, I 
y^nt back with him at his delire^ that I mi^t 
kAow the meaning of thofe words which fo Alright-

of camelions; they every minute changed their ap- 
pearance, and fed on fwarms of flies which fell as 
i[> many cullips amongft them. The bully feemed 
a dunghill cock, he crefled well, and bore his comb 
aloft ; he was beaten almoft by every one, yet ftill 
fung for triumph ; and only the mean coward prick- 
ed up the ears of a hare to fly before him. Criticks 
were turned into cats, whofe pleafure and grumbling 
go together. Fops were apes in embroidered jackets* 
Flatterers were curled, fpaniels, faWning and crouch- 
ing. The crafty had the face of a fox, the floth- 
ful of anais, the cruel of a wolf, the ill-bred of a 
bear, the leachers were goats, and the gluttons 
fwine. Dtunkennefs was the pnly vice that did not 
change the face of its profefTors into that of another 
creature ; but this I. took to be far from a privilege^ 
for thefe two reafons ; becaufe it fufHciently deforms 
them of itfelf, and becaufe none of the lower ranks 
of beings is guilty of fo foolifh an intemperance. 

As I was taking a view of thefe reprefentatiolis 
of things, without any more order than is ufual in 
a dream, or in the confufion of the world itfelf, I 
perceived a concern within me for what I faw ; my 
eyes began to moiflen, and as if the yirtue of that 
ivater with which they were purified was loft fbr a 
time, by their being touched with that which arofe 
from a paflion, the clouds immediately began to ga- 
ther again, and clofe from either hand upon the 
profpeft. I then turned towards my guide, who 

addrefled 
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addrefled himfelf to me after this manner : You 
have feen the condition of mankind when it defcends 
from us dignity ; now therefore- guard yourfclf from 
that degeneracy by a modeft greatnefs df fpirit oa 
one fide, and a confcious fliame on the other. En- 
deavour alfo with a generofity of goodncfs to make 
your friends aware of it ; let them know what dc- 
fe<3s you perceive are growing upon them ; handle 
the matter as you fee reafon, either with the airs of 
fevere or humourous affedtion i fometimes plainly 
defcjribing the degeneracy in its full proper colours, 
or at other times letting them know that if they 
proceed as they have begun, yoa give them to fuch 
a day, or fo many month?, to turn bears, wolves, 
or foxes, ^c. Neither negledl your more remote 
acquaintance, where you fee any worthy- and fiifcqi- 
tlble of admonition ; expofa the beafts whofe quali- 
ties you fee them putting on, where you have no 
mind to engage with their perfons. The poifibility 
of their applying this is very obvious : The Egyp- 
tians faw it fo clearly, that they made the pifiure* 
of animals explain their minds to one another inftead 
©f writing j and indeed it is hardly to be miffed^ 
iuice iEfop took them out of their mute condition^ 
and taught them to fpeak for themfelves with rela-^ 
tiOQ to the a£Uoxis of mankiod.

AU this I have often obferved, with abundance 
pf concern ; and having a perfect defi re to further 
^he happinefe .of .maij^ii^d, I. j^t^ , fel: myfelf to 
confider the caufes from whence fuch evils arife> atid 
the remedies which may be applied. Whereupmi

The fedond of thefe was 
Ti!fativchefi> a little better grbwh; flie feemed.to 
^:- - ■■•' *•' • be 
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be like a young wife, and had an hundred tongue's 
to fpiead her ftories. The third was Cenforioufnefe, 
Babited like a Widow, and furrounded with an 
hundred fquinting ' eyes of a malignant influence, 
*which fo obliquely- darted -on all around, that it was 
-impofliblc to fay whiah of them had brought in the 
information (he boafled of. Thefe, as I was in- 
'formed, had been very inftrumental in preferving 
^nd rearing CoHimon Fame, when upon her birth- 
day &e was ^{huffled into >a croud, to efcape the 
Search -whic h Truth might have made after her and 
her parents* Curiofity found her there. Talkative- 
jiefs- conveyed her away, and Genforioufnefs fo 
Aurf^d berup, ^lat in a fkoit time (he gr<ew to a 
(prodigious fuze, ^nd obtained an empire over the 
iittiverfe; wherefore the Power, in gratitude for 
thcfe fer-vices, -has fince advanced them to her high- 
'eft ertipioymcnits. The nea^t who came forwar-d in 
'this proceOion was a light damfel, called Credulity, 
who carried behind them the lamp, the filver veii^l 
with a fpeut, and other inftruments proper for this 
jblemn occaiion. She ;had formerly feen^ thefe three 
together, and conrje<iluring from the number of their 
«ars, tongues and eyes, that they might be the pro- 
sper Gknii of Attention, Familiar Conwerfe, and 
• Ocular Dcmonftration, fee from'that tiinegave her- 
' felf up to ♦ attend -them". The laft who followed 
were fome who bad clofely inufllcd th^nffelves in up- 
per-garments, fo that I could not difcern who they 
*yifttQ s but . juft as the focemoft of them was come 



r 
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up, lam glad, fays fiie, calling me by my name, to 
meet you at this time, ftay clofe by me, and take a' 
ftri6l obfervatioo df all th^t pafles. Hervoice was 
fweet and Commanding, I thought 1 had fomewhere 
heard it j and from her, as *1 went along, I learnt^d 
the meaning of eVefy thing which offered. 

We now mardhed forward rtiro' the Rookery of 
Rumours, which fleW thick and with a terrible din 
all around us. At length we arrived at the houfe 
of Common Fame, where a hecatomb of 'ReputSi- 
tions was that day to fall for her pfeafufe. Tile 
hoUfe flood upon an eminence, having a thduiand 
pafTages to it, and a thoufand whifpering boles ibr 
the conveyance of found. The hall we entered wzs 
formed whh the aft of a mufic-chamber for the im- 
provement of noifes. Reft and Silence are banifhed 
the place. Stories of different natures wander in 
light flocks all aboutj fometimcs truths and lies,' or 
fometitnes lies thtmfelves clafhing againft one ano- 
ther. In the middle flood a table painted after the 
manner of the remoteft Afiatic countries, upon 
which the lamp, the filver veflel, and cups of a 
white earth, were planted in order. Then dried 
herbs were brought, collided for the folemnity in 
moon-£hine, and vrater being put to them, there 
was a grecnifli liquor made,, to which 'they added 
the flower of milk, and an extraflion from the cianes 
of America, for performing a libation fo the infer- 
nal Powers of Mifchirf. After this, Curiofity, rfe- 
tiring to a withdrawing-room, brought forth the 

Vidims, 
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Vidlimiy being to appearance a fet of fmall waxeil 
ifTiagesi which fhe la^d upon the table one after an- 
other. Immediatejy Talkauvenefs gave each of 
them the name of fomc one, whom for the time 
they were to reprefentj and Cenforioufnefs fiucl^ 
them all about, with black pins, fiill pronouncing at 
tvexy one fhc ftucjc^ fopfiething to the prejudice of 
the perfona rcprcfentcd. No fooner were thefe rites 
performed, and incantations uttered, but the found 
p{ a fpeakLj:)g trumpet was heard in the air, by which 
dicy knew the Deity of the place was propitiated 
and affifting. Upon this the fky grew darker, a 
Aorm arofe, and murmurs, figbs, groans, cries, an4. 
the, words of grief or refcntment were heard within 
it* Thus the three Sorcerefies difcovered, that they, 
whoie names they bad given to the images, were 
already affeded with vrhat was done to them i(i 
jcfiigy. The knowledge of this was^ received wit)i 
the loudeft laughter, and in many congratulatory 
irords they applauded ope another's wit and power. 

As matters were at this high point of diford^f, 
the muffed lady, whom I attended on, being i)q 
longer able to endure fuch barbarous proceeding, 
threw off her upper ^numt of referve, and appear* 
cd to be Truth. As foon as fhe had confefled hef- 
felt prefent, the (peaking«triimpet ceafed to found, 
tlie (ky cleared up, the ftorm abated, the noi&s 
which were heard in it ended, the laughter of tjie 
company was over, and a ferene ligln, 'till th^n 
fm^own to the place, was diii^ufed arpund it. ^t 
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this the detefied Sorcereffes endeavoured to cfcajTe * 
in a cloud which I faw began to thicken about them, 
but it was foon difperfed, their charms being con- 
trouled and prevailed over by the fuperior Divinity. 
For my part, I was exceedingly glad to fee it fo, 
and bfegari to confider what piinifliinents flie would 
inflia iipon theni. I fancied it would be' proper to 
cut off Curiofity's ears, and fix them to the eaves 
of houfes ; to nail the tongue of Talkativeneft to ' 
Indian &bles ; and to put out the eyes of Cenforiour- 
nefs'^with a flafli' of her light. In refpeft of Credu- 
lity I had indeed fome little pity, and hid Tbeen 
judge^ (he might perhaps, have efcaped with a hearty * 
reproof. 

But I' foon found that the difcermng Judge had • 
other defigns ; (he knew them for fuch as v^ill riot ' 
be deftroyed entirely, While mankind is in %e1rigi ' 
and yet ought to have a brand and piJnFfhmeiTt' ' 
affixed to them, that they may be avoided. ' Where-' 
fore £he took a feat for judgment, and had the cri- ^■ 
mfnals brought forward by Shame, ever blufiiing, 
and Trouble with a whip of many lalhes, two 
phantoms who had dogged the proceffion in dilgui'fc, ' 
and waited till ihey had an authority from Truth "to '^* 
lay hands upon them. Immediately then flie order* ' 
ed'Curiofity and Talkativenefs to be fettered toge- * 
tber, that the one (hould never fufFer the other td'^ 
reft, nor the other ever let her remain undifcovercd. ' 
Light Credulity (he linked to Shame at the l^or- 
menter's own requeftj who was pleafed to be thus ' 
N fecure 
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fecure that her prifoner (hould not efcape ; and this 
was done partly for her puniflimcnt, and partly for 
her amendment. Cenrorioufnefs was alfo in like 
manner begged by Trouble, and had her aligned 
for an eternal companion. After they were thus 
cHained with one another, by the judge's order, 
file drove them from the prefence to wander for ever 
through the woild, with Novelty ftalking before 
. them. 

The caufe. being now over, flie retreated from 
fight within the fplendour of her own glory, which 
leaving the houfe it bad brightened, the founds that 
were proper, to the place began to be as loud and 
confufed as when we entered, and there being no 
longer a ^leardiftinguiflxed appearance of any ob-'- 
je£b reprefented to me, I returned from the excur- 
fion I bad made in fancy. 
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WHATEVER induftry and eagcrnefs the 
modern difcoverers have (hewn for the 
Icnowiedge of new countries, there yet remains zn 
ample field in the preation to which they are utter 
ftrangers, and which all the piethod$ of travelling 
hitherto invented, will never bring them acquainted 
with. Of this I can give a very particular inftance 
in an accident which lately happened to me. 

As I was on the 6th of this inftant, being Feb. 
1715, wallfing with my eyes caft upward, I fell into 
a reflediQQ on the yaft trads of air which appeared, 
before me as uninhabited. And wherefore, faid I to 
myfelf, Ihould all this fpace be created ? Can it only 
be for an odd bird to fly through, as now and thei^ 
a man may pals ^ dpfart i Or are there alfo kingdom^ 
with their particular polities, and people, of a fpe? 
.cies which we know nothing of, ordained to live ic\ 
;t? 

It was in this manner I continued my thought, 
liyhen my feet forfook the level, and I was infenfibly 
mounted in the air^ till J arrived at a footing as firm 
and level as what I had left. But with what fur« 
prize did I find myfelf among jcreatures difiind froni 
us in (hape and cuftoms f 

N 2 Tb? 
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The inhabitants are of a finall ftature, beloi¥ 
thofe which hiftory defcribes for pigmies. 1 he 
talleft of them exceed not fourteen or fifteen inches, 
^d the leaft hardly thi'ec. This difference pro- 
ceeds Qnly from their growth before they are brought 
to light ; for after we never obferve them to grow, 
unlefs it pleafe their parents, who have this uncom- 
mon method of enabling them : they recal them to 
the womb, where having been for fome time, they ' 
receive ati addition to their bulk, then go back to 
ttieir houfes, and continue at a ftand as they did 
before. The experiment has been often t^ied with 
fuccefs, but fome have fuffered extremely by under- 
going it. 

Their (kins are like the antient Britons, all drawn 
over with a variety of figuies. The colour made 
ufe of for this end is generally black, I have indeed 
bbferved in fome of the religious, and lawyers of the 
country, red here and there intermingled, though 
not fo commonly of late. They tell me too, they 
often ufed to paint with all coloui?6 ; and I vifited 
two or three of the old inhabitants,, who were 
adorned in that fafliion; but this is now difufed, 
fince the new inventions, by which the ufe of a 
black fountain that belongs to that country, is rei>- 
dered more ufeful and ferviceable. 
The clothes in which they go clad, are the (kins 
of beafts, worn by fome j^ain, by others with fi- 
gures wrought upon them. Gold is alfo made ufe of 
by fome, to beautify their apparel 5 but very feldom 

. filver, 
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filver, unlefs, as bucklers are by^us, for faftening 
the garment before. . I have feen fome of them go^ 
like Teamen in thin blue ikirts, others like Indians 
in a party-coloured loofe kind of apparel, and others, 
' who they told, me were the politicians of the coun- 
try, go about ftark naked. 

The manner of drefling them is this : At ^rft 
when they come into the world, they have a fuit 
given them, which if it do not fit exafltJyj is, not as 
with us fitted up again, but the children, are in ,^ 
cruel manner cut and fqueezed to bnng^ them tp itgt 
proportion. Yet this they feem not much to regard/ 
provided their principal parts are not afFeited. tVlfien 
the drefs is thus fettled on them, they are clad for 
\ .life, it being feldom their cuftom to alter it, of put 

) it off : Ihfliort, they live in it night and day, and 

wear it to rags rather 'than part with it, being fure 
of the, fame torture, and a greater danger, if they 
(hould be dreffed a fecond time. I have further 
taken notice, that they delight to go open-breafted, 
moft of them (hewing their bofoms fpeckled. "Some 
lawyers indeed wear them quite white, perhaps for 
diftinSion fake, or to be known at a diflance. But 
the fined fliew is among the beaux and ladies,' who 
mightily affedk fomething of gold, both before and 
behind them* 
[ Food I never faw them eat ; they being a people,, 

l who, as I obferved, Hye in air : Their houfcs are all 

fingle and high, having no back rooms, but fre- 
quently fevcn or eight ftories,. which are all feparate' 
N 3 houfes 
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houfes above one another. They have one gate ifcJ 
their city, and generally no doors to their houfes ; 
tho' I have fometimes feen them have particular 
doors, and even made of glafs, where the inhabi- 
tants have been obferved to ftand many days, that 
their fine apparel may be feen thro' them. If at 
any time they lye down, which they do when they 
come from their habitations (as if coming abroad were 
their greateft fatigue) they will lye together in heaps 
without receiving hurt : tho' the foundeft fleep they 
get, is when they can have duft enough to cover 
them oven 

The females ambngft them are but few, nothing 
being there produced by a marriage of fexes. The 
males are of a different flrength or endowment of 
parts, fome having knowledge in an extream degree^ 
and others none at all ; yet at the fame time, they 
are mighty pretenders to Inflrufl: others. Their 
names (for as many as would difcover them to me) 
I obferved to be the very fame as ours are upon 
earth ; I met a few who made theirs a myflery, but 
why, I am yet to learn. They are fo communica- 
tive, that they will tell all the knowledge they 
boaft, if a ftranger apply himfelf to their converfa- 
tion : and this may be worth his while, if he con- 
fiders that all languages-, arts, and fciences, are pro- 
fefTed amongft them. I think I may fay it without 
Vanity, that I knew a certain Talifman, with proper 
figures and cbarafters infcribed, whereby their 
greateft people may be charmed^ brought to refidc 

with 
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ivith a mail) and ferve him like a familiar in the 
conduA of life. 

There is no fuch thing as fighting amongft them» 
but thtir controverfies are determined by words, 
i^herein they feldom own themfelvcs conquered, yet 
proceed no further than two of three replies : per- 
haps indeed two others take up their * neighbours 
quarrel, but then they defift too after the fame man- 
ner; fometimcs however, blows have-enfued upon 
Aeir account,, though not amongft theni: In fuch a 
cafe they have defcended to infpire mankind with 
their fentiments, and chofen champions from among 
uSf in order to decide it. 

The time of their life is very different, fome die 
as foon as born, and others in their youth; fome 
get a new leafe of life by their entering into the 
Womb again, and if any weather it out tp an hun- 
dred years, they generally live on to an extreme 
age. After which it is remarkable, that inftead of 
growing weaker as we do, by time, they increafe 
in ftrength, and become at laft fo confirmed in 
health) that it is the opinion of their country, they 
never can periih while the world remains^ 

The ficknefles which may take them off, befides 
what happens from their natural weaknefs of body, 
arc of different forts. One is over-moifture, which 
zSeSting their maniions, makes them lofe their 
complexions, become deformed, and rot away in- 
fcnfibly : This is often obviated by their not keep- 
hlg^too^much within doors» -^Another is the worms, 

which 
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which prey upon their bowels : If they be maimed 
by accidents, they become like us, fo far ufelefs; 
and that maim will fometime or other be the occa- 
fion of their ruin. However, they periih by thefe 
means only in appearance, and like Spirits, who 
vanifli in one place, to be feen in another. But 
as men die of paffions, fo difefteem is what the 
mqft nearly touches them; then they withdraw into 
holes and corners, and confufbe away in darknefs. 
Or if they are kept alive a few days by the force of 
fpices, it is but a ihbrt reprieve ^from their perii^ing 
to eternity ; without any honour, but that inftead 
of a burial^ a fmall pile of pafte (hould be ereSed 
over them, while they, like the antient Romans, are 
reduced to aihes.

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PREFACE. 



HAVING fame time Hgohedrd^ that the trati^ 
Jlation of HoMer's Iliad would he attempted^ 
1 refohed to confer with the gentleman who undertook 
it. I found him of a. tall prefence^ and thoughtful, 
countenance y with his hands folded j his eyes fixed f and 
his heard Untrimmed. This I took to he a good omen^ 
hecaufe he thus refemhled the Conftantinopolitan Statui 
f/" Homer which Cedrenus jiefcrihes\ and furely no^ 
thing could have been liker^ had he hut arrived at the 
tharaSfer of age and blindnefs. As. my huftnefs was t$ 
he my introduSlton^ I told him how much I was ac" 
quainted with the fecret hijiory of}AQHiYMi\ that na 
one better knows his own horjiy than I do the camel of 
BaSfriciy in which his foul reftded at the time of thi 
Trojan wars; that my acquaintance continued with him^ 
- as he appeared in the perfon of the Grecian poet ; thc^ 
I knew him in his next tranfmigratton into a peacock \ 
was pleafed with his return to manhood^ under the 
name of Ennius M Rome-, and more pleafed to hear he. 
would foon revive under another name^ with all his 
full luflrcj in England. This kno'soledge^ added /, 
which fprung from the love / bear him^ has made mi 

fond 
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fmi of a ttmvirfation with you^ in order to the fuccefs 
of yowr tranflation. 

The civil manner in which he received my propofal 
enamrapngme to proceed^ I told him, there were arts 
iffucafPf as ioell as merits to obtain it \ and that kej 
f^bpt nfvif dealt in Greeks Jhould not only fatisfy him- 
fi^ wHb Mng a good Grecian, but alfo contrive to 
hqfiw iMo ih^ repute of it. He might therefore write 
in she -iitit^pagt^ Tranflated from the original Gi:eeky 
ttftd.fekQs a Meftto for bis purpofe out of the fame Ian-- 
g$l8gt^^-''\ffe might obtain a copy of verfes written in it 
th\ftefief^ #d the work% and not call the titles of each 
bi^fih^firfi^ andfecond^ but Iliad Alpha ^ and Beta. 
Ih^m^t rufttifi fome names ^ which the world is kajl 
acpiM^'mthy : tfy 'his old tfanjlator Chapman ufes 
Effbai^ufin/lcad of Vulcan^ Baratrum for hell j and 
if ibe>\nifiet %^en filled with Greek verfes^ it would 
m^eimhrfafitke wonikr of many readers. Thus I 
t^e»tionywh)eH be^toldnu^ fmtting^ I had Jhewn him 
indeed' a fet if arts very different from merits for 
which remfcti he ^thought, he ought not to depend upon 
them. A faccefs^ fays he^ founded on the ignorance of 
tthersy may bring a temporary advantage^ but neither 
a confoims' fatiffcteHon^ nor future fame to the author. 
Men of fenfe defpife the affe£fation which they eajily 
fee thrmqrhs, and even they who were dazzled with it 
atfirji^ art no filmed informed of its being an affec- 
tapon^ but they imagine it alfo a veil to cover imper- 
fe&ioru 

The 
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The next point I ventured to fpeak oa, was the fort 
of poetry he intended to ufe^ how fome may fancy^ a 
poet of the greateji fire would he imitated better in the 
freedom of blank verfe^ and the defcription of war 
founds more pompous out of rhime, Butj mil thi 
tranflationy faid he^ be thus removed enough from-fr qff^ 
without great inconveniencies ? What tranfpojkion k'^ 
Milton forced to^ as an equivalent for want ifrhitftt^ 
in the poetry of a language which depends, up^nn na^ 
tural order of words ? And ^ven this wmld nat^ ^tv" 
done his bujimfs had he not given th fulleft^fcopeJ^X 
his genius J by choofing afubje^ upm^ whi$h theri\c9t(ld'^ 
be no hyperboles* We fee^ hq%Mver bf fiti:deferve^^ 
fuccefsfuU that the ridicule of his m^inmr fketeeds^ 
better than the imitation, of it i bec^fifi tranj^ofttiont^: 
which are unnatural to a language^ an Ut he.\fsnrlf^ 
derided if they ruin it by being frequen^if inireduc^d t 
and bccaufe hyperboles^ which outrage every hffer^fub* 
je£f where they are ferioujly ufed^ are often beautiful 
in ridicule. Let the French^ whofe language Js not 
copious i tranjlate in profe\ but oursy which- exceeds it 
in copioufnefs of words, may have a ^ more frequent 
likenefs of founds, to make the mifon or, rhime eajier $ 
a grace of muftc, that attone$for theharjhmfs 4mr con- 
fonants and monofyllabks occafton.. 

Afier this, I demanded what (lir he would appear 
with ? whether antiquated, like Chapman's verfion. or 
modern, like La Mottis contralHon. To which he 
anfwered, by deftring me to obferve what a painter 
does who would always have his pieces in fajhion. He 

neither . 
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neither choofes to draw a beauty in a ruff'^ or a French-^ 
bead'y but with its neck uncover edy and in its natural 
ornament of hair curled up^ or fpread becomingly ; fq 
may a writer choofe a natural manner of exprejfmg- 
himfelf which will always be in fajhion^ without af-r 
feSfing to borrow an odd folemnity and unintelligible 
pomp from the pajf times, or humouring the prefent by 
falling into its affectations ^ and thofe phrafes which ar^ 
h&tH: to die with it. 

I ajkid him, lojlly^ whether he. would be JlriSfly 
literal, -or expatiate with further licenfes ? Iwiuldnot 
be literal, replies he, or tied up to line for Une in fuch 
a manner, ivhetein it is impoffible to exprefs in one 
language what has been delivered in another* Neither 
Hvouldl fo expdtiate, as to alter my author* sfeutim£nts'^ 
or add ^others of. my own, Thefe errors are to be a- 
Voided on' either hand, by adhering not only to tht 
fvord, but the fptrit and genius of an author j by 
conjidering what he means, with what beautiful man^ 
tier he has exprejfed his meaning in his own tongue^ 
and how hi would have exprejfed himfelf, had it been 
in ours. Thus we ought to feek for HoMEK in a ver-^ 
Jion ^Hombr: other attempts are but trahsforma-r 
tions of him: fuch as Ovid tells us, where the name 
is retained, and the thing altered : this will be really 
what you mentioned in the compliment you began with, 
a tranfmigration of the poet fr gm one country into an^ 
other. 

Here ended the ferious pari of our conference. All 
J remember further w^x, that having ajkd him^ what 
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ht^defignedvnih nil thofi ejitiens aHd cmnunts I 
ohferved in his room ? He modi Qnjwer^ that if anji . 
ene^ who had a mind to find fault with his perfaxm^ . 
anci'i would hut Jlay till, it was eniinfy finijhad^ b€ 
JbouU have a very cheap bargain of them. , , - 
Since this difcourfe^ I have often refolv^d tq try 
what it was to tranjlate in the fpirit of ^ writer ^ and 
at lajfy chofe the Battle of the Frogs ^^i Mic^, 
which is afcrihed to HovLEK,', and bears a nearer ^u-r. 
femblance to his Iliad, than the Culex does to the^veid 
of Virgil, Statins and others think it a work.gf ^(a^h^> 
written as a prelude to his greater pofms*. Chafjmp 
thinks it the work of bis age^ after be fa^^nd^nn^i, un^. 
grateful ; to Jhew he could give Jlrevgth^ li^^m^% .and. 
fame as he pleafedj and praife a moufe . a^ ,well as^ 0^ 
man. Thus, Jays hey the poet prof ejedlyjjw^g »p tb0 
world J 4ind applied himfelf at lafi tg J^mns^ H'^% 
though this reafon of his may he. notbing^.m^e than 4. 
fcheme formed out of the order in which Homjer'* 
Works are printed y yet does the conji^ure that this .poene 
was written after the Iliadj appear prpbahky becaufe 
ef its frequent allujions to that poem,, a^d. particularly 
that there is not a frog or a moufe killed^, yihicb has not 
its parallel inflame there,^ in the death of fome warrior 
$r other. 

. The poem itfelf is of the epic kind i the time of its 
eiSiion the duration of two days \ the fubje£f, however 
in its nature frivokusy or ridiculous^ raifed, by hav- 
ing the mojl Jhining words and deeds of gods andjberoes 
accommodated to it ; and while gther pems often corn- 
fan 
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pmre the illuflrious exploits of great men to thofe of 
brutes J . this always brightens the fubjeH by eomparifons 
drawn f mm things above it, JVe have a great charac" 
ter given it, with refpeSf to the fable, in Gaddius de 
fcrip. non ecclef. // appear$, fays he^ nearer, per^ . 
feffion than the Iliad or Odyjfeg^ and excels both tn 
judgment^ tvity and exquifite textterey fince it is a poem 
perfeff in its own kind.

In this prbpofal begins the moral of the whole piece, 
which is', that hafty, ill-founded or unnatural frieiid- 
fhips and leagues, will naturally end in war and dtf- 
cord. But ZoiLUs, who is here miglitily concerned 
to take ofFfrom Homer all the honour of having de- 
iigncd amoral, aflerts on the other^hand. That tbi 
p9et*s whole intent w^fis to make a fahk ; that a fable he 
has made^ and one vefy idle and trifing \ that manf 
things are afcrihed to Homer, v^ich poor Hombr w- 
t«r dreamed of ; and he who finds them out rather Jbews 
bii own parts than dtfcovers his author's beauties* la 
this opinion has he been folbwed by feveral of thofe 
critics, who only dip into authors when they have 
oixafion to write againft them : and yet even thefe 
fliall fpeak differently concerning the writers, if the 
^ueftion be of their 6 wh performances ; for -to their 
oWn works they write prefaces, to difplay the grand- 
aefs of the moral, regularity of the fcheme, number 
and brightnefs of the figures, and a thouf^nd other 
excellencies, which if they did not tell, na one wpuld 
ever imagine. For others, they, write Remarks, 
which tend to cohtrad their excellencies within the 
Q^ narrow 
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narrow .compafs of their (iartial appfchtfiirion. It 

/^uttc well: if they could allow fuch to be as • wife as 
tbemfelves, whom the world allows to he much wifer : 

• but their being naturally friends to themfeWes, and 
profefledly adverfaries to fome greater genius, eafriy 
accounts for thefe dilFerent. manners of fpeaking. 1 
will not loave this note, without giving you «an in* 
ftance of its pra£Hce. in the great Julius Scaliger : he 
has been free enough with HoMi r in the remaflcs 
he makes upon him ; but when he fpeaks of hiirifelf,.

NoW, if the queftion be concerntng Homer's good 
or l^d poetry, this is an unqualifying fpeech, whkh 
affords his friends juft grounds of exception againft 
the critic* Wherefore, be it known to all prefenr 
and fu^re eenfors^ who have, or fliall preftirae td 
glory in an ignorance of poetry, and at the fame timd- 
take upon them to judge of poetsy they ai« in all their" 
degrees for ever excluded the poft they wotdd ufurp.- 
In the firft place, they who know neither the ufe, 
nor prafiice of the art i' in the fecond, they who' 
know it but by halves,- who have hearts infenfibleof 
the beauties of poetry,> and^ ar0 however able to find 
fault by rules : and thirdly, they who, when tHejp 
are capable of perceiving beauties and pointing out 
i^'dkSiAi- are ftill fo ignorant in the nature of their' 
bufineftf as to imagine the province of criticifm ex^ 
tends itfelf only on the^ fideofdi^raifdand reprfehto^ 
fion. How cottld any one at this rate be feen with

The ancients b^Uevcd that heroes were turned into 
Demi^Gods ^t t^n^js deaths; and in general, that 
ileparting fouls have fomething of 9 fight into futu- 
rity.

<7ods may take tojiibitethe pride of infuiting advej^* 
farles, which a poet goes upon, when he makes his 
leaders dje, foretelling the end of thofe by whom 
they are flain. jZoiLUs however is againft this paf- 
fage. ife fzys^ That every cbaralfer oagbi to be 
gristly kept ; that a General ought not t9 invade the 
character of a Prophet y nor a Prophet of a GeneraU 
He is poiitive. That nothing fl^otdd he done by any one^ 
without having teen hinted at in fome previous account 
of him* And jthis he afierts, without any allow- 
ance m^de either for a change of fhtes, or the 
defign cf the Gods. To confirm this obfervation* 
he ftrengthens it with a quotation out of bis larger 
work on the Iliad, where he has thefe words upon 
the death of Hedor: How fooTiJb is it in HoMEit 
to ^maie HoSlor (who through the whole courfe of the 
fliad had tnade ufe of HeUnuSy to learn the will of the

^«^ he' Mai be ought ^ without falHng intd'thdfifkrti 
which others are tb fvflain in a poem. This -he has 
(aid, not diftinguifliing rightly betwbtti ournahiral 
difpofitions and accidental offices* And this he' ha^ 
faid again, not minding, that though it' be tdcen 
from another book, it is ftill front the fame author^ 
However, vanity loves to gratify itfclf by the reptfti- 
tion of wh^t it efteems to be written with fpirlt^ and 
even when we repeat it ourfdves, provided ahother 
hears us. Hence has he been followed by a magi* 
fterial fet of men who quote themfdves, attd'fwdl 
their new performances i^ith vrtfat'they add^ireiit 
their former treatifes. This -is a moftextraofttinary 
knack of arguing, whereby a nr«in ctn never want 
a proof; if* he- be allowed' to become an • autltority 
forhisown*opinion. ^

All 
this ZoiLUS knew very well: but Zoilus is Jiot the 
only one, who difputes for viSory rather than truth, 
Thefe foolifli critics write even things they them- 
felves can anfwer, to fliew how much they can 
write againft an author. They a6l unfairly, that 
they may be fure to be fliarp enough ; and trifle 
with the reader, in order to be voluminous. It is 
needlefs to wiih them the return they deferve : their 
difregard to candour is no fooner difcovered, but 
they are for ever baniflied froni the eyes of men of 
fenfe, and condemned to wander from ftall to ftall, 
for a temporary refuge from that oblivion which 
they cannot efcape.

ZoiLUS has here taken the recapitulation of thofe 
misfortunes .which happened to the royal family^ as an 
Impertinence that expatiates from the fubjeSf'y though 
indeed there feems nothiiig more proper to raife that 
fort of compaiHon, which was to inflame his audi- 
cncie to war.. But what appears extremely pleafant 
is, that at the fame time he condemns the pafliage, 
he fhould make ufe of it as an opportunity, to fall 
into an ample, digrejjton on the various kinds of Moufe- 
trafSj and difplay that minute learning which every 
critic of his (brt is fond to fhew himfelf mafter of. 
Tbi&tbeyiaiagiBe: is tracing of knowledge through- 
its 
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its hidden viens, and bringing diifcov^ries to dsiy« 
light, which time hath covered over. Jindefatigablf; . 
and ufelefs mortals ! lyho value themfelves for know- 
ledge of no confeqiience, and think of. gaining ap-? 
plaufe by what the reader is careful to pafs over un- 
read. What did thp difquifitipn fignify formerly, 
whether Ulyffes's fpn, or hs d9g» w?s the elder? 
or how . can the account of a vefture, or a playjer!s 
mafque, deferve fhat any {hou^d write the bulk, of 
a treatife, or others read it wl^e^ it is written ? A 
vanity thus poorly fupported, wjiich neither afford^ 
pieafure nor profits is the unfubflantial amufement 
of a dream to ourfelves, apd a provoking occafion 
of our derifion %p others-

pafiage is rometb|ng difHcuIt iti the original, whici^ 
gave Zpifus the opportunity of inventing an ex- 
preffion, which his folio werg conceitedly ufe when 
any thing appears dark to them* Th^Sy fay they, let 
Phoebus explain; as if wliat exceeds their capacity 
mud cf ncccflity demand oracular interpretations, 
and an interpofal of the God of wit. and learning. 
The haiis of fuch^ arrogance is the opinion they 
have of that Icpowjedge they ^crjb^ to themfelve;. 
They take criucifm to be b^yo|ic} eye^y other part 
«f learning, becaufe it gives judgment upon books 
written in every other part. They thjnk in confe- 
quence, that every critic ixiuft be a greater genius

which he Javiflily heaps upon the poet. From thi« 
knack of calling names, joined with the feveral arts 
df finding fault, ic is to be fufpeded, that our Zoi- 
.l«ys£s might make very able libellers, and danger- 
ous men to the government, if they jlid not rather 
turn them&lves to be ridiculous cenfors : for which 
reafon I cannpt but reckon the ftatc obliged to men 
of wit; and under a kind of debt in gratitude, 
when they take oiF io much fpleen, turbulency, anc| 
|Il«nature, as might otherwife fpen^ itfelf to the de- 
triment of the public. 

If my Dau^n's 
tnindi'] This fpeech, which Jupiter fpeaks to Pallas 
with a pleafant kind of air, Zoilus takes gravely 
to pieces i and a^rms, // is Mow Jupiter^s wifdom^ 
and only agreeable with HoMZK^ sfoUy, that be Jhould 
borrow a reafm for her afftfling the Mice from their 
Mendmue in the temple^ when they waited to prey upon 
ibofe things which werefacrfdto ber. But the air of th^^ 
ipeech rendered a grave anfwer uhneceiTary s I (hall 
only offer SSoitus an obfervation in return for his. 
There are upon the flone which is carved for th« 
Ajpothieofi^ of HpMlRy figures of Mice ^y hia 
» Ibofe 
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footftool, which, according to Cuperus, i^ inter- 
preter, fondle have taken to fignify this poem ; and 
others thofe critics, which tear or vilify the works of 
great men. Now, if fuch can be compared ta 
Mice, let the words 6f Zoi£vs' be brought home; 
to himfelf and his followers for their inortificatipn :. .

In vain my father.} Thto 
fpeecb of Pallas is difiiked by Zoilus, ^^071^ <V 
maies the 6oddefs' carry a tefentment againfi fuch in-i 
ionjiderable creatures 5 though he ought to ettctni 
them otherwife when they reprefent the perfons and 
aSions of men, and teach us how the Gods difre- 
gard thofe in their adverfities who provoke them vtk 
profperity. But, if we confider PaHas as the pa- 
trbnefs of learning, we may by an allegorical ap-*' 
plication of the Mice and Frogs, fmd in this fpeecb 
two forts of enemies to learning 5 they who are 
malicioufly mifchievous, as the Mice^ and they who' 
are turbulent through oftentation^^ as the Frogs. 
The firft are enemies to excellency upon principle | 
the fecond accidentally by the eitor of felfJove, 
which does not: quarrel with the excellence itfclfy 
but only with thofe people who get more praife than^ 
themfelves by it. Thus, though they haVe not the 
lame perveifenefs^ with the others^ . iltief are however 
d^awn into the faihe pra^ices, #hflc they ruin re«

Take notice too^ that Homer has not only done 
this for neceffity but for ornament^ fince he ufei 
tarious dialeSs to humour his fenfe with founds 
tdiich are expreffive in it. Thus miich in behalf 
of my author to anfwer Zoilus: as for myfelf^ 
who deal v^ith his followers, I muft argue front 
neceffity^ that the word was ftubborn; and would 
not ply to the quantities of an Englifh verfe^ alid 
Iherefore I altered it by the dialed we call poetical^ 
which makes my line fo much fmoother, that I am 
leady to cry with theif brother Lipiius, when het* 
turned an O into an T, Fel Jfg6 me amoy vel tne ama'^ 
tfit Pbophus, quando hoc cornxi. To this let me add 
a recrimination upon fome of them : as iirft, fuch ^ 
aa choofe words written after the manner of thofc 
who preceded the pureft age of a language, without 
the neceffity I have pleaded, as regundi for regendi^ 
ferduit for perdidit^ which reftoration of obfolete 
words deferves to be called a critical licence or dia- 
left, adly^ Thofe Who pretending to verfe without 
an ear, ufe the pk>etical dialed of abbreviation^ fa 
that the lines (hall run the rougher for it. Ahd^ 
3dly, Thofe who prefunle by their critical licences 
to aker tfie fpellings of words ; an alF^dation which 
ieftroys iOie etymok>gy of a language, and being

all the Gods at once ; hut I rejoice to think that Pythd^ 
gorasfaw^oMZViS foul in hell hanging on atree, and 
Jurrounded with ferpenis for what he faid of the Gods. 
Thus be who hates fables anfweis one with an- 
other, and can rejoice in them when they flatter 
his envy. He appears at the head of his fquadron 
of critics in the full fpirit of one utterly devoted to 
a party ; with whom truth is a lie, or as bad as a 
lie, when it makes againfthim; and falfc quota- 
tions pafs for truth, when they are ncceffary to a 
caufe*

Jnerej fays Zoilus, is an end of a very foolijh poem^ 
cf which by this time I have effectually convinced the 
world, and ftlenced all fuch for the future, who, Ukt 
Homer, write fables to which others^find morals^ 
charaSlers whofe' jujlnefs is que/iioned, unneceffary di^ 
grefjions, and impious epifodes. But what aflurance can 
fuch as ZoiLUs have, that the world will ever be 
convinced againft an aftahliflied reputation, by fuch , 
people whofe faults in writing are fo very notorious ? 
who judge againftrules, affirm'without reafons, and 
cenfure without manners ? who quote thenlfelves
